The Apollo 11 crew performed 
every one of Wednesday’s critical 
duties with ease. The duties includ¬ 
ed, the launch, earth orbit inser¬ 
tion, trans-lunar injection and the 
tough separation and docking. 

Also, from 60,000 miles out, the 
astronauts beamed back color tele¬ 
vision pictures of earth, catching 
the blue-green disc over the Pacific 
Ocean. 

It was the second try after a first 
attempt failed because of antenna 
trouble on earth. 

ARMSTRONG PROVIDED t h e 

brief narrative for the 15-minute 
TV transmission, which was re¬ 
ceived at the Goldstone Tracking 
Site in California and taped for 
later relay to Houston. 

The show came less than 12 hours 
after launch. The day was over, the 
major maneuvers went off without 
a hitch, the astronauts were ahead 
of the flight plan and mission con¬ 
trol gave them permission to sleep 
two hours early—about 9 p.m.

I regard the space budget as an investment just

indirectly,” he said. 

We’ve got to consider that man stands on the 
threshold of great knowledge and that to refuse to 
take the steps to acquire it may well turn out to be 
the most debilitating thing as far as curing the ills 
of society is concerned. This may react to tjie benefit 
of the poor in ways that we can’t even envisage at 
this moment,” he added. 

The presidential advisory council is composed 
of representatives of the National Aeronautics a'nd 
Space Council, which Agnew heads, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration, and the 
Department of Defense. 

The panel is to make proposals for a new 
program for a decade following the first manned 
lunar landing.

The Massachusetts Democrat joined Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield of Montana in 
calling for a revision of national priorities to meet 
the problems of war, hunger and poverty on earth. 

Kennedy noted that the Apollo flight involves 
more than just a landing on the moon and a return 
with some of that planet’s dust and rocks.
